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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


NOTES on Meeting held on 14 December at-7.30pm at the Town Hall. 

ENVIRONMENT: 1. Investigations continue into possible provision of bus shelters. 
2. PC discussed desirability of security lighting for vulnerable locations and 
traditional street lighting for the centre of the village. Cllrs agreed to 
develop the idea and to enquire about grant availability. 3. Data from the 
village car parking survey will be analysed and results will be available in the 
New Year. 4. Hempton notice board can now be used for local notices. More 
information from the Clerk. 5. A volunteer co~ordinator with an appropriate 
background is required to work on the Parish Conservation Plan. This is a 
relatively simple task as farmers already have data and other people have 
prepared conservation diaries. Volunteers to contact the Clerk. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. Only two residents have complained about the tots’ play 
area, which is to be redesigned to make it fit into a smaller space, further away 
from houses and leaving room for seats and landscaping. Equipment should be in 
place by end of April and PC has applied for grant from National Lottery funds to 
help pay for it. 2. PC to liaise with CDC on the development of a linear 
recreational path between Banbury and Kidlington, especially with regard to car 
parking in Clifton and Deddington. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY: i. PC approved application for change of use at Priory 
Dene, Hudson Street for NHS dentist. 2. Revised plans for College Farm are now 
for three homes but clirs still concerned about the future of the old barn. PC 
to recommend proposals for two homes, incorporating the barn. 3. PC to write to 
cbDC strongly opposing the apparent lifting of the age limit at the Banner Homes 
site in Hudson Street, and supporting a letter from neighbours who are worried 
about future invasion of their privacy. 4. PC objected to an application to 
reduce the height of a stone wall at Foxgloves, Hopcraft Lane. Cllrs agreed 
Geddington's old walls are precious and should be preserved where possible. 
WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. Bookings healthy, with £8350 taken in lettings to date. 

2. Repairs are progressing; architects to investigate leaking roof. 3. Clubs 
using the centre are expected to sign their agreements in the new year; there 
will be no special deal for the Badminton Club, although it could apply to the Pc 
for a grant. 4. Deddington Players to donate proscenium arch to the centre. 
DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE: PC to present retiring fireman Dick Powell with a 
commemorative silver spoon and tankard on behalf of the Parish, in appreciation 
of his 34 years service. 

LOW COST HOUSING: There have been 13 applications for the scheme so far and PC 
hopes to receive more. Anyone interested should contact the Clerk. 

CHURCH CLOCK: PC voted to take over responsibility for the immediate repair and 
future maintenance of the clock, which had stopped again. Cllrs acknowledged 
the cost element but agreed the village likes and needs the clock. 

CLERK'S SALARY: Clirs agreed to increase the Clerk's salary to bring it up to 
the nationally recommended minimum amount. 

NEXT MEETING: 18 January 1995 at 7.30pm at the Town Hall. 


Notes on Meeting held on 18 January at 7.30pm at theTown Hall. 

ENVIRONMENT: 1. The first stage of the work to reinstate the Deddington to 
Clifton footpath has started. It will be completed when materials become 
available. 2. PC to write to CC asking them to investigate blocked drains which 
are still causing problems in the village. CC has already promised inspection of 
Hopcraft Lane where a possible spring is also causing problems. 3. PC to look 
into possibility of erecting a bridle path sign in the drive at Mill Farm to 
indicate the correct route. 4. Cllrs agreed to a one year contract costing 
£210.60 for emptying litter bins at the Windmill Centre and Castle Grounds when 
the free trial period ends in February. 5. The village car parking survey is now 
being computer analysed but it will be some time before the results are known. 

6. Clixs agreed to allocate £3,750 towards the proposed scheme for new street 
lights in Market Place and the Bull Ring. CC is currently drawing up plans which 
will incorporate attractive reproduction lanterns and a better level of Lighting 
with no orange glow. The scheme is expected to cost around £15,000 and PC hopes 
the bulk of the cost will be met by CDC's Conservation Area Projects budget. 
RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. PC is considering an offer from Persimmon Homes to 
donate to the Parish an area of open space in front of their site in Hempton 
Road. 2. The church tower may be lit up permanently during the evenings, to 
commemorate VE and VJ days, thanks to a £500 grant from CDC. Clirs agreed to 
start looking at the scheme immediately. 3. Although the Parish did not win the 
1994 Best Kept Village Competition, judges reported favourably on the high level 
of community activity. They praised aspects of the village such as the Windmill 
Centre, the inviting looking pubs, the majority of farms, the flowers in the 
school porch and the well-tended verges and churchyard. 4. PC voted unanimously 
to buy a mower to lease to the Bowls Club over a five~year period, to avoid VAT. 
5. Householders with properties adjoining the tots' play area are happy with 
revised plans. CDC's grant aid of 50% has been confirmed. 
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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL continued 


PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. No objection to plans for enlarging an extension at 1 St 
Thomas Street. 2. PC approved plans to reorganise a summer house at Castle View, 
Goose Green to make it habitable, on condition the windows are of obscure glass 
and have restricted openings, and that attention is paid to car parking. 3. 
Approval has been granted for a permanent office building in Johnsons‘ yard, with 
conditions on materials, occupancy and car parking. The stone wall is to be 
retained and maintained at its existing height. 4. Despite PC's ohjection to its 
size, a house on Banner's site at The Beeches has been approved. A similar 
appeal has already been upheld and CDC was concerned about cost implications of 
a second successful appeal. PC understood reasons but deplored DC's decision. 
WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. Still no final accounts; roof still has serious leaks 
despite recent repairs and problem could end in litigation. 2. Final work still 
has to be carried out on the all-weather court. 3. An independent arbitrator has 
inspected the bowling green and the faults are not too serious. Corrective work 
to be done before PC takes it over. 4. Club agreements’ are now nearing 
completion: the Cricket Club will take over full maintenance of the square and 
the council will cut the outfield; the Football Club was expected to confirm its 
agreement at its last meeting; despite the Bowling Club's objection to the PC's 
involvement with the green, agreement is expected to be i at ca The club is 
planning a grand opening for 28 May. 

PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley), . £160,000 (Treasury Deposit), £15,954 
(Barclays Bank 14 days notice)’ & £6,864 (Barclays overnight) totalling £632, 818. 
BUS TOKENS: PC agreed to increase allowance this year to £19 worth of tokens, 
for which each pensioner will continue to pay £1. Application forms are 
available at the post office and tokens will be issued at the Holly Tree Club 
between 9.30am and noon on Wednesday, 15 March. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 1. PCC thanked PC for offering to take on the repair and 
maintenance of the church clock. The Oxfordshire Stable Clock Company has made a 
start but further modifications are needed, the cost of which will not exceed 
£70. 2. Deddington Brownies are to he invited to boost their funds by taking 
part in the Tidy Britain Group's National Spring Clean from 1-10 April. 3. PC 
will send two representatives to an open forum on the work of Banbury magistrates 
on 8 March. 4. More applications are needed before the Low Cost House Housing 
Scheme can be progressed further. PC agreed to a suggestion to open up the 
scheme to neighbouring parishes, as long as Deddington applicants are given 
priority. 5. The Holly Tree Club thanked the PC for its support over the past 
year, without which the club would:have folded. The club received £135 from a 
raffle at the Post Office, which also raised £50 for the play group.

PARISH PRECEPT 

What is it? - It's the amount required to pay for the day-to-day running costs of 
the Parish for the financial year lst April to 31st March. 

What is the estimated cost? ~ For 1995/96 it is estimated it will total £17,540. 

How is it collected? -The District Council collect the precept as an addition to 
the bill sent to occupiers in respect of the Council Tax, and the above estimate 
would require an average addition of £23.30 per house. 

For 1995/96 the Parish Council have, once again, resolved to meet the cost of the 

precept from the interest earned on Capital Receipts, thus passing on benefits to 

all householders, but this is a decision which must be made on an annual basis. 


LOW COST HOUSING 

The plan to build a number of low cost houses is progressing to a stage where 
planning application is being sought. They will be built on land in the parish 
not normally available for housing development, and will thus always remain at a 
suitable price for those in need - either to rent or buy on a shared ownership 
basis. Planning permission will only be granted if sufficient need is established. 

To date only 13 applications have been received and it is very unlikely the 
District Council will regard these as evidence of sufficient need. When the 
P.C. carried out its own survey 4 years ago over 70 households expressed a need: 
~ relatives who had left Deddington to live in cheaper housing areas; ~- young 
families living with parents-in-law; - retired households in Hempton and Clifton 
needing to be closer to the centre; - young singles needing a place of their own.

NEWS FROM THE SCHOOL 


You can't have failed to notice them! The temporary classrooms have 


arrived! 


For those of you that don't know, the school is beginning a large programme of 
improvement and enlargement. This will take place between now and June. The cost 
will be approximately £100,000 of which the school has to find about £10,000. 

On the last day of term I heard that the Department for Education in London has 
given permission for a new classroom to be built at the school, making 6 in total. 
It is proposed that.the current Junior cloakrooms will be demolished and a new 
class and cloakrooms built on their site. The architect is currently drawing up 
plans. This will increase the capacity of the school from 150 children to 180 and 
go some way to enable us to deal with the residential developments in Deddington 
and the surrounding area. Over the next 18 months nearly £200,000 will be spend on 
these alterations and improvements. 

The Governors, with the PTA, have created a "100 Club". If you have joined many 
thanks for your help; it is much appreciated and the funds raised will help the 
Governors find their £10,000. JOHN MOFFITT

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for January 1845: 


7th JANUARY ~ Mr. & Mrs. Spurrell arrived by coach from Birmingham to take up the 
post of Curate here - and to reside in the Vicarage. 

14th JANUARY - I called at Franklin's, the Druggists, to enquire after his nephew 
who unfortunately last night accidentally set himself on fire with a box of 
Lucifers matches - and was so much burnt (he being tipsy at the time) as to be 
obliged to be removed to the Infirmary at Oxford. 

15th. JANUARY - Mr. C. Faulkener called and took up my time for nearly an hour, 
requesting my signature to a Temperance Society petition to control or altogether 
abolish Beer Houses especially and other low houses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors - I told him that in signing it I did not mean to intimate iste that I 
had changed my sentiments about teetotalism and total abstinence. 

18th JANUARY - I called at Franklin's, the Druggists, to announce that I had 
received a hopeless account from Oxford of their poor nephew, Higgs, who was burnt 
so shockingly by his own imprudence a few days ago. 

20th JANUARY - I gave away a bull we were obliged to kill to about 40 of the 
largest families. 

23rd JANUARY - Susan, Betsy, Holford, Willy and myself went to Mr. Cotterell 
Dormer's annual Ball and Supper. 

27th JANUARY ~ We heard from our dear Holford who had returned to Mr. Faithfull's 
at Heyford, who was as he always is after leaving home, more or less in the dumps. 
Went to witness the disposal by Mr. Lymouth who was leaving for London of his 
business of Blacksmith to a Mr. Biles. 

28th JANUARY - Franklin came down on business - he had been to Chastleton timber 
sale and bought me three trees ~- and one for himself. He ought to have purchased 
the largest tree in the Sale for me - but he was afraid to bid beyond £54.15.0d, 
it contained 300 ft. - sold for £55 or 3/8d per ft. Was busied getting ready to 
go with Betsy to Brighton tomorrew, for the last time as a schoolgirl.

Below we publish a thought-provoking response to two thought~provoking views 
printed in the December issue regarding those historic 50th anniversaries. 


FROM John Cresswell 

Our own present and future generations should, I believe, be aaa of and be 
proud of the enormous contribution made by Great Britain and the Commonwealth to 
the Allied victory over the evils of Hitler's Nazism and Mussolini's Fascism. In 
1940, when our fortunes were at their lowest ebb, Churchill said:"Without Victory 
there is no survival." Five long years later that victory ensured the survival of 
our democratic way of life and restored democracy to much of the rest of Europe. 
Reason enough for celebration then and, surely, 50 years later. 

On VE Day 1945, I was just back in England and on leave after nearly five years' 
service in the Middle East. My father had died in my absence, my elder brother 
had been killed on active service. I found my mother with friends and we returned 
to our bomb-damaged house. As we set about trying to make it habitable, the BBC 
Radio News (no TV in those days!) confirmed Germany's unconditional surrender. 

' Then came graphic commentaries as the joyous crowds thronged Trafalgar Square and 
teemed in the Mall and outside’ Buckingham Palace, where the Royal Family and the 
War Cabinet waved from balconies, sharing the jubilation.

I took a short walk and was greeted by laughter and handshakes on every side. 
Spring was in the air. There was a. new spirit of hope abroad. I seized a pick 
and shovel and began to demolish the Anderson air-raid shelter. . 

God willing, I shall find another modest but symbolic way of recognising this 
year's special anniversaries. If others wish to do so more colourfully (but 
sensitively) I shall be happy. What a wonderful bonus it would be if these 
occasions rekindled that spirit of hope I experienced 50 years ago, to stem the 
tide of cynicism and division so prevalent in society today.

A HIGHLIGHT OF 1994 During October a group, under the leadership of the Rev. Ken 
Reeves, our Parish Priest, toured Jordan and Mount Sinai. Although our presence 
there did not hit world headlines, the signing of the peace treaty between Jordan 
and Israel at Wadi Araba, just north of Aqaba, did. There the U.S. President Bill 
- Clinton witnessed "A new dawn of peace" being signed. He then followed our party 
to Amman and became the first head of a foreign country to address a joint session 
of the Jordanian parliament. This was history in the making. 

Previously our visit to the monastery of St. Catherine at the foot of Mount Sinai 
in Egypt had recaptured that historic moment when Moses received from God the Ten 
Commandments which were to become the fundamental elements of all moral law. They 
have had a tremendous influence not only on the Jews but on mankind as a whole. 
Later, at Mount Nebo from where Moses viewed the promised Land, died and, according 
to tradition, was buried, the Rev. Ken Reeves, with Rev. Christine Sindall of 
Cambridge, celebrated Eucharist. This was in the church built by Franciscans in 
the 1930s to protect the ruins of 4th and 6th century churches.

NATURE NOTES 


In many respects February could be considered as the first month 
of Spring, particularly in the bird world. Anyone driving around Se phe 
this area will notice that rookeries, quiet since September, are now very busy 
indeed. As with many species of birds, only the female rook builds the nest while 
the male supplies some of the building materials. Another bird showing signs of 
spring behaviour is the blackbird. This regular visitor to most gardens is ideal 
for studying courtship displays. The male can be seen courting the female by 
partially raising its crown feathers, compressing the neck feathers, fluffing out 
those on the body, particularly on the rump; at the same time the tail is fanned 
and dropped. Maintaining this posture it moves around the female, occasionally 
bowing and uttering a rather strangulated song. Such displays are a vital part of 
pair formation which is a prelude to nest building and egg laying. 
Around Deddington you should expect to see most common garden species plus some 
more interesting ones such as Green and Great Spotted: Woodpeckers and Siskins. By 
attracting small birds to your garden there is also a good chance that a 
Sparrowhawk might pop in for dimmer. 
At the beginning of this winter there was a serious problem facing our hedgehog 
population. Due to the cold damp spring the breeding season was over a month 
late, resulting in many of last year's new born hedgehogs being below the minimum 
600 gram. weight required for successful hibernation. At one stage it looked as 
if they would all perish. However, the very mild November and December enabled 
the young hedgehogs to continue feeding on worms and insects that had not yet begun 
to hibernate themselves. Nature does seem to have a way of balancing things out.

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-»eAND DIGGING FOR PLEASURE AND TABLE 

The origins of the English allotment are probably due in part to both the ruthless 
acceleration of land enclosure in the middle of the 18th century and the gradual 
erosion of the tithe payment system. Whatever the truth, they are still a part of 
the English landscape and Deddington is fortunate to have such a large facility 
down Satin Lane, off St. Thomas Street. 

Sadly, even in times of early retirement and unemployment, they are under-used. 

An allotment comes cheap: £10 a year for a chain (22 yards), £5 for half a chain. 
The Parish Council has spent a considerable sum bringing water to the site and they 
will carry out an initial cut and rotivation of a patch for any taker. The rest 
is up to you! Thelma Dover is a splendid example of what can be achieved in a 
short space of time, and last year we brought home strawberries, raspberries, 
beans, peas, leeks, sprouts, carrots (not very successful), beetroot, lettuce, 
onions, spinach and potatoes, as well as mint, garlic and parsley. I like it down 
there; it's quiet and there are birds, butterflies and foxes. To the east are the 
remains of the Castle, and it's probable that this ground has been tilled for more 
than 900 years.
